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FORTH  CHINA  CIGARETTE  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

Conditions  affecting  the  distribution  of  cigarettes ,  in  the 
manufacture  of  which  American  flue-cored  tobacco  is  used,  are  much  better 
in  North  China  now  than -they  have  been  for  several  years,  according  to  in- 
formation cabled  by  Agricultural  Commissioner  p.  0.  Nyhus  at  Shanghai. 
On  the  other  hand,  reduced  purchasing  power  has  caused  a  shift   in  con- 
sumption from  medium  quality  to  cheap  and  low  quality  cigarettes,  which 
may  have  an  adverse  effect  upon. the  demand  for  American  tobacco  in  that 
region.     The  prospects  for  the  'flue -cured  tobacco  grown  from  American 
seed  in  the  province  of  Shantung,  are  reported  as  good  by  consul  W.  R. 
Dorsey  at  Tsingtao.     The1  production  is  forecast  at  35,000,000  pounds,  which 
is  five  to  ten  million  pounds  more  than  last  year's  crop. 

CURRENT  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

In  foreign  butters,  the  official-  Copenhagen  quotation  of  40.5  cents 
per  pound  as  of  September  20  reflected  the  continued  strong  market  situation. 
The  present  prices  are  about  equal  to  those  of  a  year  ago,  but  with  relatively 
greater  strength  apparent  in  continental  descriptions  than  in  colonial.  With 
domestic  prices  showing  corresponding  advances  ever  previous  weeks,  the  margin 
in  favor  of  New  York  over  Copenhagen  stands  at  about  6  cents.    On  September 
14,  butter  afloat  from  New  Zealand  amounted  to  5,712,000  pounds  and  from 
Australia,  1,512,000  pounds.     See  current  prices  on  page  517. 

The  German  hog  market  showed  additional  strength  during  the  week 
ended  September  18,  according  to  information  cabled,  by  Acting  Agricultural  . 
Commissioner  Dawson  at  Berlin.     In-  that  market  heavy  hogs  averaged  $18.75 
per  100  pounds,  the  highest,  price  since  late  November,  1925  and  about  $3.40 
above  last  year's  level.     Lard  prices  at  Hamburg,  however,  were  easier  at 
$13.97,  more  than  $1.10  under  a  year  ago.     See  table,  page  517. 

In  the  British  cured  -pork  market,  the  downward  price  movement  of 
recent  weeks  carried  most  of  the  items  usually  mentioned  in  this  space  below 
last  year'-s  levels,  according  to  the  Liverpool  averages  cabled  by  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Foley  at  London  for  the  week  ended  September  18.    American  short 
cut  green  hams,  at  $23.57,  however,  were  still  above  prices  of  a  year  ago. 
.  Danish  Wiltshire?  were  down  to-  $23.46.     See  table,  page  517. 

The  fifth  series  of  London  wool  sales  opened  September  17  with  low 
crossbreds  selling  at  par  but  with  all  other  wools  below  the  close  of  the 
July  sales,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Commias icner  Foley 
at  London.    By  September  20  prices  of  all  descriptions  were  lower  than  in 
July.     Thex-e  have  been  conaidaraKla  irifchdrawals  of  Merinos  wools  from  the  sales. 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

Wheat  production  in 

The  1929  wheat  production  in  30  countries  is  reported  at  2,860,167,000 
"bushels,  a  reduction  of  12  per  cent  from  the  3,245,826,000  bushels  harvested 
in  those  countries  in  1928  when  they  represented  83  per  cent  of  the ' estimated 
world  total  production  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China.     The  production  in  20 
European  countries  now  stands  at  1,338,592,000  "bushels,  a  reduction  of  abo\zt 
2  per  cent  from  the  1928  harvest  of  1,361,994,000  "bushels.     See  tables,  pages 
508  and  509. 

The  first  estimate  of  the  Austrian  crop  is  11,905,000  bushels  which  is 
above  the  1924-1928  average  but  hearly  a  million  bushels  below  last  year's 
good  crop.    Acting.  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson,  at  Berlin,  reports  that 
the  quality  of  this  year's  crop  in  Denmark  is  good.    Further  revision  of  the 
estimate  of  the  Algerian  crop  has  reduced  the  north  Africa^  total  to 
60,773,000  bushels  as  compared  with  67,173,000  bushels  in  1928.    Early  in  the 
season  the  production  in  Algeria  was  forecast  at  40,601,000  bushels,  but  the 
estimate  was  later  reduced  to  34,024,000  bushels  and  again  to  20,025,000  bush- 
els which  is  about  two-thirds  of  the  1928  harvest.     The  International  Institute 
believes  that  the  decrease  may  be  attributed  to  some  rather  serious  cases  of 
rust,  to  drying  up  by  the  sun  in  places,  and  to  storms  after  the  first  esti- 
mates were  issued, 

Foreign,  crop  conditions 

Europe 

The  weather  over  continental  Europe  continued  dry  during  the  week  end- 
ed September  18  with  the  exception  of  light  local  rains,  according  to  a  cable 
from  Mr.  Dawson  at  Berlin.  No  rain  fell  in  France  during  the  week.  A  report 
of  the  Meteorological  Branch  of  the  Commissariat  of  Agriculture  of  the  R. S.F. 
S.R.  stated  that  good  rains  fell  over  the  greater  part  of  the  country  during 
the  first  ten  days  of  September  and  that  the  sowing  of  winter  grains  was  pro- 
gressing actively  at  the  end  of  that  period.  During  the  week  ended  September 
19  the  weather  was  warm  and  clear  in  the  western  and  southern  regions  but  some 
rain  fell  in  the  Middle  Volga,  Upper  Volga  and  northern  regions. 

Southern  Hemisphere 

In  Argentina  the  temperatures  continued  high  in  the  grain  sections,  ac- 
cording to  cables  received  by  the  United  States  Weather  Fureau.      In  the  corn 
and  northern  wheat  districts  the  temperature  averaged  64°  of  7°  above  normal, 
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while  in  the  southern  wheat  districts  the  weekly  mean  of  57°  was  4°  abcve 
normal.      In  "both  the  north  and  so-ith  the  weekly  rainfall  icrverage  was  0.2 
inch,  which  was  just  half  the  normal  in  each  case.     This  is  the  first  rain 
reported  over  the  wheat  districts  during  the  past  four  weeks.     Showers  oc- 
curred in  west  Australia  and  in  the  southeastern  sections  of  the  continent. 
The  condition  of  the  grain  crops  continues  fairly  favorable'  although  the 
week  as  a  whole  was  somewhat  dry. 

Movement  to  market 

United  States 

Exports  of  wheat  including  flour  from  the  United  States  from  July  1 
to  September  14  were  42,388,000  "bushels  against  31,198,000  bushels  during 
the  same  period  last  year.    Exports  during  the  week  ended  September  14  were 
4-,  505,000  bushels  against  3, b82,000  bushels  the  previous  week  and  5,391,000 
bushels  a  year  ago, 

Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Western  Grain  Division  }f  Canada  stood  at  76, 
752,000  bushels  on  September  13  as  compared  with  61,055,000  bushels  on  Sep- 
tember 6  and  16,323,000  bushels  on  September  14,  1928,    Receipts  and  ship- 
ments of  wheat  at  Port  William,  Port  Arthur  were  the  highest  of  the  present 
season.    Receipts  during  the  week  ended  September  13  were  6,^85,000  bushels 
against  1.448,000  bushels  during  the  week  ended  September  8  and  4,179,000 
bushels  during  the  v/eek  ended  September  14,  1928.     Shipments  totaled  4,741,000 
bushels  which  was  the  largest  weekly  movement  sin^.e  May,    Receipts  at  Vancou- 
ver during  the  week  ended  September  13  were  1,684,000  bushels  and  shipments 
were  244,000  bushels, 

Russia 

Early  September  grain  procuring  operations  of  the  Soviet  State  and 
cooperative  organizations  were  at  about  the  same    rate  as  at  the  end  of  Aug- 
ust, but  transportation  and  storing  difficulties  are  apparently  increasing, 
according  to  a.  cable  from  Mr.  Dawson.    Prolonged  dry  weather    has  seriously 
handicapped  the  autumn  sowing  campaign,  which  was  already  delayed  two  to 
three  weeks  in  the  central  Black  Earth  and  Volga,  regions  and  north  Caucasus. 
However,  good  rain  almost  everywhere  and  greater  progress  in  sowing  towards 
September  10  were  indicated  b'y  official  Russian  weather  reports, 
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For  ope  an  market  conditions 

The  turnover  on  the  European  grain  markets  was  small  during  the  week 
ended  September  18  and  there  was  a  general  weakening  of  price,  toward  the  end 
of  the  week.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Hamburg  was  quoted  at  $1.59 
per  bushel  on  September  18  against  $1.60  on  September  11  and  $1.34  per  bushel 
on  September  19,  1923.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  rye  at  Berlin  was  $1.11  per 
bushel  on  September  18  against  $1.14  on  September  11  and  $1.26  on  September" 
19,  1923. 


United  States  wheat  -pric es 

The  wheat  market  was  easier  during  the  week  ended  September  19  with 
domestic  prices  declining  materially  largly  as  the  result  of  reports  of  rain 
in  Argentina.     Increasing  domestic  visible  supplies  and  continued  inactive 
export  trade  were  factors  in  the  decline  also.     December  futures  at  Chicago 
closed  at  approximately  139  cents  on  September  19  as  compared  with  144  cents 
September  12  and  115  cents  a  year  ago.    There  were  similar  declines  at  other 
domestic  markets.    At  Winnipeg,  December  futures  declined  seven  cents  from 
the  close  ef  158  on  September  12  and  at  Liverpool  the  decline  amounted  to  ten 
cents  which  places  the  December  close  there  the  same  as  at  Chicago  or. 139 
cents.     October  futures  at  Buenos  Aires  closed  at  118  cents  on  September  18 
as  conrpared  with  122  cents  September  11  and  110  cents  last  year. 

Cash  prices  of  wheat  as  weighted  by  sa/les  remained  firm  during  the 
week  ended  September  13.     Some  classes  advanced  in  prices  while  others  re- 
mained approximately  unchanged.    A  stronger  market  for  spring  wheat  contri- 
buted largely  to  a  rise  of  two  cents  in  the  price  of  all  classes  and  grades 
at  six  markets  to  150  cents  per  bushel  as  compared  with  107  cents  last  year. 
This  is  a  recovery  of  seven  cents  from  the  low  point  of  two  weeks  before. 
ITo.  1  dark  northern  spring  at  Minneapolis  advanced  three  cents  to  140  cents 
per  bushel  as  against  123  cents  last  year  while  No.  2  hard  winter  at  Kansas 
City  only  a.dvanced  one  cent  to  125  cent;.;  per-  bushel.     On  the  other  hand  No. 
2  amber  durum  at  Minneapolis  and  No.  2  red  --'inter  at  St.  Louis  each  declined 
one  cent  to  131  cents  and  137  cents  respectively.     Western  white  as  indicated 
by  the  average  of  cash  quotations  at  Seattle  remained  approximately  unchanged 
at  126  cents  per  bushel  as  compared  with  115  cents  a  year  ago.  Indications 
are  that  cash  prices  may  be  slightly  lower  for  the  week  ended  September  20. 
The  spread  between  the  each  closing  price  of  ITo.  1  dark  northern  spring  at 
Minneapolis  and  L~o.  1  northern  spring  at  Winnipeg  continues  to  be  considerably 
in  favor  of  Winnipeg  although  it  has  narrowed  five  cents  during  the  last  two 
weeks.     For  the  week  ended  September  13  the  spread  was  16  cents  in  favor  of 
Winnipeg  as  compared  with  a  spread  of  nine  cents  in  favor  of  Minneapolis  a 
year  ago.

The  1929  rye  production  in  17  European  countries  issreported  &t  850, 
186,000  "bushels  as  compared  with  848,536,000  bushels  in  1928  and  748,112,000 
in  1927.     The  first  estimate  of  the  total  production  in  Austria  is 
19,251,000  bushels,   106,000  bushels  above  the  1923  production.     The  estimate 
of  the  Yugoslavian  production  has  been  revised  downward  about  670,000 
bushels  and  is  now  placed  at  8,858,000  bushels  against  7,527,000  bushels 
in  1923.     See  tables,  pages  5C8  and  509. 

EE3D  GRAINS 

Barley 

The  1929  barley  production  in  26  countries.,  which  last  year  raised 
79  per  cent  of  the  estimated  Northern  Hemisphere  total  production  exclusive 
of  Russia  and  China,  is  now  u laced  at  1,243,702,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of 
5.6  per  cent  from  the  amount  raised  by  the  same  countries  last  year,  while 
the  acreage,  as  reported  in  33  countries,  was  5.6  per  cent  larger  than  that 
of  last  year. 

The  earlier  estimates  for  Austria  and  Greece  have  been  decreased 
slightly,  while  the  July  forecast  for  Algeria  was  reduced  from  40,878,000 
bushels  to  24,802,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  37.6  per  cent  from  the  1928 
harvest  and  the  smallest  production  since  1926.     The  first  official 
estimate  of  the  barley  crop  in  Lithuania  is  11,942,000  bushels,  an 
increase  of  nearly  73  per  cent  over  the  1923  product  ion  and  the  largest 
crop  on  record  there.     See  barley  production  table,  page  511. 

The  feed  grains  are  turning  out  well  in  Rumania  this  year,  and  the 
exportable  surplus  of  barley  is  estimated  at  84,000,000  bushels,  according 
to  Commercial  Attache  Eouche  at  Bucharest.     Shipments  of  barley  from  the 
United  States,  Canada.,  Argentina  and  the  Danubian  countries  since  July  1 
amounted  to  25,737,000  bushels,  an     increase  of  5.6  per  cent  over  the  ship- 
ments during  the  same  periods  cf  the  preceding  year.    The  United  States' 
export  of  barley  during  the  week  ended  September  14  fell  below  the  exports 
for  each  of  the  preceding  three  weeks.     See  barley  trade  table,  page  513. 

United  States  barley  prices  increased  considerably  during  that  week. 
No.  2  barley  at  Minneapolis  advanced  7  cents  to  65  cents  per  bushel,  while 
for  the  corresponding  week  last  year  it  declined  3  cents  to  61  cents.  See 
table  showing  barley  prices,  page  512.     Iced  barley  in  Denmark  early  in 
September  was  reported  as  firm,  and  prices  had  advanced,  but  it  was 
expected  that  the  sales  would  "be  rather  small  in  anticipation  of  the 
coming  onto  the  market  of  the  new  crop. 
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Stocks  of  "barley  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division 
of  Canada  on  September  13  amounted  to  9,548,000  bushels  against  only  3,750, 

000  bushels  on  the  same  date  last  year,  and  623,000  bushels  in  1927. 
Receipts  of  barley  at  Port  William,  Port  Arthur  and  Vancouver  from  August 

1  -  September  13  amounted  to  2,840,000  bushels,  while  shipments  from  Port 
William  and  Port  Arthur  during  August  totaled  6,414,000  bushels,  of  which 
4,955,000  bushels  went  out  by  rail,  and  1,459,000  by  lake. 

Oat  s 

The  1929  oats  production  in  21  countries,  which  last  year  raised 
more  than  80  per  cent  of  the  estimated  Northern  Hemisphere  total  production 
exclusive  of  Russia  and  China,  now  amounts  to  2,690,000  bushels,  a 
decrease  of  12.3  per  cent  from  the  amount  raised  by  the  same  countries  last 
year. 

The  production  in  Greece  is  estimated  at  7,170,000  bushels,  which  is 
the  largest  crop  on  record  there.     In  Lithuania  the  production  is  placed  at 
29.900,000  bushels,  which  is  62.7  per  cent,  larger  than  the  rather  small  crop 
of  last  year  and  which  has  been  exceeded  only  by  the  harvests  of  1922  and 
1926.  '  ".'       Tno  first  estimate  of  the  oats  crop 

in  Prance  made  by  an  unofficial  French  statistician  of  prominence  is 
391,981,000  bushels,  which  is  about  15  per  cttfit  above  the  1928  crop,  and 
the  largest  since  1909. 

In  Rumania  it  is  estimated  that  there  will  be  an  exportable  surplus 
of  about  36,500,000  bushels  from  the  harvest  of  this  year.    Exports  of  oats 
from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina  and  the  Danubian  countries  from 
July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total  5,932,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of 
48.8  uer  cent  from  the  exports  reported  for  the  same  periods  of  1928.  United 
States  oats  exports  during  the  week  ended  September  14  were  the  smallest 
since  the  first  week  in  August.     See  oats  export  table,  page  5l3.     Ihere  was 
en  increase  in  United  States  oats  urices  during  that  week.    No.  3  white  oats 
a.t  Chicago  advanced  3  cents  to  49  cents  per  bushel,  while  during  the  corres 
ponding  week  last  year  they  increased  2  cents  to  41  cents.     See  table  shoeing 
cats  ur ices,  page  512.     In  Denmark  it  was  reported  early  in  September  that 
oats  quotations  were  unchanged  but  that  German  prices  for  later  delivery  naa 
advanced. 

Stocks  of  oats  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of 
Canada  on  September  13  stood  at  10,035,000  bushels  compared  with.  onl5  1,603 
000  bushels  on  the  same  date  in  1923,  and  1,262,000  bushels  in  19.7  Receipt, 
of  oats  at  Port  William,  Port  Arthur  and  Vancouver  from  August  1  - 
13  totaled  713,000  bushels,  while  shipments  during  the  same  penon  amounted  to 
1,551,000  bushels. 
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Corn 

The  1929  corn  production  in  9  countries,  which  last  year  raised  82.5 
per  cent  of  the  estimated  Northern  Hemisphere  total  exclusive  of  Russia,  is 
placed  at  2,830,846,000  "bushels,  a  decrease  of  6.5  per  cent  from  that  ^  harvest  ed 
by  the  same  countries  last  year,  while  the  acreage  sown  in  the  countries  re- 
ported was  only  1  per  cent  below  that  of  last  year,     See  corn  production  and 
acreage  tables,  pages  511  and  512. 

A  revision  of  the  earlier  Hungarian  corn  estimate,  received  too  late 
to  be  included  in  the  table  mentioned  above,  showed  a  reduction  of  more  thru 
2,200,000  bushels  to  75,035,000  bushels.     The  exportable  surplus  of  corn,-  in 
Romania  is  estimated  at  78,700,000  bushels,  according  to  Commercial  ^  Attache 
Fouche,  but  it  is  expected  that  very  little  of  it  will  be  in  a  condition  to 
export  before  the  spring  of  1930.     The  corn  crop  is  reported  as  coming  in 
well  in  the  Dominican  Republic,  and  good  prices  are  being  obtained  for  it. 

Commercial  stocks  of  corn  in  the  United  States  decreased  ±o  6,100,000 
bushels  for  the  week  ended  September  6,  compared  with  8,400,000  bushels  during 
the  corresponding  week  of  last  year.     In  spite  of  high  prices,  receipts  during 
Suly  and  August' wore  less  than  last  year,  and  it  seems  doubtful  if  there  will 
bo  any  marked  increase  during  the  latter  part  of  September  and  early  October 
to  ease  the  supply  situation  in  the  cash  market. 

Net  exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States, Argentina,  the  Danubian 
countries,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  for  the  corn  year  beginning  November 
1,  1928,  total  236,081,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  16.6  per  cent  from  the  amount 
exported  during  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.     United^corn  exports 
during  the  week  ended  September  14  were  the  smallest  since  the  first  week  ox 
last  November.    Argentine  exports,  which  for  the  preceding  three  weeks  had  run 
between  5,000,000  and  6,000,000  bushels  increased  to  6,101,000  bushels,     -ee  - 
Corn  trade  table,  page  513. 

During  the  week  ended  September  13  the  cash  price  of  No.  3  yellow  corn 
&t  Chicago  advanced  one  cent  to  $1,03,  which  was  only  one  cent  above  the  price 
"  for  the  corresponding  week  of  last  year.     December  future  quotations,  however, 
Which  averaged  $1.01,  were  25  cents  above  last  year's  price.     The  Argentine 
corn  quotations  at  Buenos  Aires,  which  averaged  90  and  93  cents  for  October  ana. 
February  delivery,  respectively,  were  several  cents  above  the  prices  ior  beP^ 
tember  and  October  delivery  which  were  being  quoted  at  the  same  time  last  y&.  . 

Famine  Conditions  in_ jChina 

Fcmine  conditions  arc  acute  in  the  interior  of  China,  particularly  in 
^lensi  province,  according  to  a  radiogram  to  the  United  States  Department  oi 
.Agriculture  baaed  on-  a  personal  investigation  by  American  Agricultural  bom- 
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missioner  Paul  0.  Nyhus.     Suffering  and  starvation  seem  to  be  at  their  high- 
est just  now  prior  to  harvest  time.    Deaths  from  starvation  at  Sian  are  con- 
servatively placed  at  50  per  day,  and  in  the  outlying  districts  it  is  reported 
that  40,000  people  had  died  up  to  last  month.     Suffering  is  widespread  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Wei  River  where  successive  crop  failures  have  left  the  people 
destitute  of  food  or  the  means  with  which  to  "buy  i;rain  at-  the  existing •  high 
prices. 

One-half  of  the  wheat  crop  in  the  spring  of  1928  and  practically  all 
of  the  crop  in  the  fall  of  1928  and  spring  of  1929. were  failures  due  to  drought, 
those  failures  being  the"  basic  cause  of  famine  conditions.     Impo  verishment 
"by  continuous  civil  warfare  has  "been  a  contributing  cause  and  the  present 
conditions  have  been  made  particularly  acute  by  the  closing  of  traffic  on 
the  railway  line  to  Lingpoa  from  May  to  the  latter  part  of  August.  Relief 
measures  by  the  International  Famine  Relief  Commission,  the  government  ~nd 
other  agencies  in  the  form  of  free  distribution  of  grain  and  other  activi- 
ties have  been  helpful  but  far  from  adequate.     There  have  been  ample  rains 
since  July  20  and  although  arriving  late  for  summer  crops,  they  have  improved 
prospects  for ■ late-planted  millet  and  beans  v/hich  are  about  to  be  harvested 
and  which  should  provide  substantial  relief. 

The  Russian  pr^in  harvest  in  1929 

Grain  harvesting  in  Soviet  Russia  this  season  up  to  the  middle  of 
August  took  place  under  conditions  more  favorable  than  in  any  season  of 
the  past  5  years,  according  to  a  statement  of  the  chief  of  the  Central 
Statistical  Bureau  of  the  U.  S.  S.  R.  in  "Economic  Life"  for  August. 
3.     From  60  to  70  per  cent  of  the  crop-bearinr  area  was  reported  as  har- 
vested by  August  15.     To.  indicate  the  rapid  progress  of  the  harvest  this 
season,  it  is  pointed  out  that  in  North  Caucasus,  96  per  cent  of  the  winter 
acreage  and  87  per  cent  of  the  spring  acreage  was  completely  harvested  by 
August  15,  compared  with  87  per  cent  and  73  per  cent  respectively  on  the 'same 
date  last  ye^'r'i    In  the  Steppe  region  of  Ukraine,  the  corresponding  percent- 
ages were  88  and  89  this  season  against  S5  and  74  last  yc.r;  Lower  Volga,  78 
and  66  against  69  and  44  in  1928;  Middle  Volga,  74  and  62  against  29  and  12 
a  year  ago;  Central  Black  Earth  86  and  30  against  13  and  14  uer  cent  last 
year.  '  Far  more  threshing  of  grain  was  also  finished  by  the  middle  of  Aug- 
ust this  year  than  last. 


POTATOES 

The  1929  potato  crops  in  both  North  America  and  Europe  are  below 
the  1928  crops.     The  combined  nroduction  in  the  United  States  and  Canada 
is  422,048,000  bushels  against  548,141,000  bushels  in  1928.    The  forecase 
of  349,112,000  bushels  in  the  United  States  is  the  lowest  in  ten  years 
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with  the  exception  of  the  1925  crop  which  was  estimated  at  320,193,000 
bushels. 

Production  in  10  European  countries  is  reported  at  1,410,667,000 
"bushels,  which  is  6.3  per  cent  below  the  1928  production.     The  early  crop 
in  Germany  is  placed  at  94,026,000  bushels,  which  is  6,000,000  bushels 
less  than  the  early  «rop  in  1928.    The  total  German  crop  last  year  was 
1,516,373,000  bushels.     The  crop  in  Poland  is  also  below  that  of  last  year, 
being  estimated  at  937,322,000  bushels  against  1,016,339,000  bushels  in 
1928.     In  Belgium  and  Netherlands,  the  principal  exporting  countries,  the 
1929  yields  are  considerably  below  1928  but  are  above  :the  1923-1927  average. 
See  table,  page  514. 


•  SUGAR  BEETS 

The  production  of  sugar  beets  in  the  United  States  and  5  European 
countries  so  far  reported  officially  is  13,336,887  short  tons,  or  slightly 
under  the  1928  figure.     In  the  European  countries  production  is  placed  at 
897,000  short  tons  below  that  of  the  same  countries  for  last  year,  due  large- 
ly to  a  reduction  of  715,000  short  tons  in  the  Netherlands  crop  and  small 
reductions  in  Belgium  and  Switzerland  which  are  not  balanced  by  the  increases 
reported  for  Bulgaria  and  Hungary.     The  September  estimate  for  the  United 
States  crop  is  7,865,000  short  tons  or  764,000  short 'tons  above  last  year's 
production.     See  table,  page  515.    Unofficial  estimates,  for  total  Europe 
place  production  slightly  above  that  of  last  year.     See  "Foreign- Crops  and 
Markets",  September  9,  1929,  -oage  416.  ...    ."  , 

The  condition  of  sugar  beets  in  most  of  the  European  countries  was 
favorable  at  the  end  of  August,  according  to  E.  0.  Licht 1  s  monthly  report  of 
August  30.     CompSiaints  of  drought  were  already  "being  heard,  however, and 
reports  for  the  first  three  weeks  of  September  show  that  dry  weather  has 
continued.    A  trade  paper  reports  as  of  September  14  that  'the  weather  was 
dry  and  very  warm  throughout  most  of  Europe.    A  few  showers  fell  in  mid- 
September  but  they  were  too  light  to-  be  of  much  benefit  t'o  the  beet  crops. 
Under  prevailing  conditions,  the  sugar  content  -of  the  beets  is  increasing 
but  the  weight  of  the  tops  is  diminishing.  '  Unless  the  plants  receive 
more  moisture  before  the  end  of  the  month,  a  reduced  yield  appears  inevit- 
able. 


TOBACCO 

The  1929  Belgian  tobacco  crop  is  estimated  at  12,400,000  pounds,  a 
decrease  of  20  per  cent  ;from  the  1928  crop,  -according to  the  ,  International 
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Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.     In  Yogas! avia,  tobacco  promises  to  yield 
a  good  crop,  Consul  Stewart  B.  Mdmillan  reports.    Last  year  a  crop  of  12,000- 
000  pnunds  was  produced.     The  production  of  tobacco  by  Europeans  in  the  Union 
of  South  ^Africa  amounted  to  14,400,000  pounds  this  season,  according  to  a 
final  official  estimate  reported  by  the  Institute,    last  years  European— grown 
crop  of  the  Union  was  officially  estimated  at  23,102,000  pounds. 

T <% bacca  industry  and  it. arkets  in  Sgechwan  Province,  China 

Szechwan  Province,  in  western  China,  is  one  of  several  vast  areas  in 
that  country  where  the  smoking  of  foreign  cigarettes  in  considerable  volume  is 
still  but  little  developed,  according  t"?  a  recent  report  from  Agricultural  Com- 
missioner Paul  0.  Nyhus  at  Shanghai.     Up  to  the  present,  the  isolation  of  the 
province,  difficult  transportation,  and  an  abundance  of  native  tobacco  have 
curtailed  the  imported  cigarette  business.    Foreign  cigarettes  are  far  beyond 
the  introductory  stage,  but  the  volume  of  s'olee  is  very  small  compared  with 
that  of  provinces  nearer  the  coast,  and  relative  to  the  population.  Customs 
statistics  place  peak  imports  at  1.,200>Q00  pounds  of  cigarettes  in  1926.  See 
Foreign  Service  release  FS/T-ol,  September  13,  1929 


FRUIT,     VEGETABLES    AND  NUTS 


SPANISH  GRANO  ONION  SHIPMENTS :     Scheduled  arrivals  of  Spanish  onions 
in  New  York  from  September  9  to  September  18  are  placed  at  16,079  half  cases 
and  50,527  crates,  according  to  a  cable  from  Consul  Celement  S.  Edwards  at 
Valencia.     This  would  bring  total  arrivals  thus  far  this  season  up  to  137  cases, 
52,469  half  cases  and  159,279  crates  or  approximately  184,000  bushels  against 
arrivals  of  316,000  bushels  up  to  September  21  last  season.    Prices  quoted  in 
Valencia  on  September  7  ranged  .around  81  cents  per  crate  C.I.F.  New  York.  See 
Foreign  Service  release  FS/O-131,   September  9,  1929 

CHINESE  PEANUT  SITUATION  IN  AUGUST:     Shipments  of  Chinese  peanuts  to 
the  United  States  from  October  1,1928  to  August  31,  1529  amounted  to  26,437,000 
pounds  of  shelled  and  7,664,000  pounds  of  unshelled  nuts,  according  to  infor- 
mation cabled  by  Consul  W.R.  Dorsey  at  Tsingtao.     This  represents  a  material 
decline  from  the  quantities  exported  to  the  United  States  last  season  when  tho 
11  month's  shipments  to  this  market  totaled  50,683,000  pounds  of  shelled  end 
14,579,000  pounds  of  unshelled  nuts.     Growing  conditions  for  the  new  crop  have 
remained  favorable.    Latest  reports  as  to  yield  indicate  that  the  crop  may  be 
about  20  per  cent  above  normal.     This  would  give  a  yield  of  about  180,000  tons 
of  nuts  on  a  shelled  basis.     See  Foreign  Service  release  JS/PM-SS,  September 
16,  1929. 
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THE  WORLD  SITUATION  IN  HOGS  AND  PORK 

(This  is  PART  II  of  the  annual  statement  on  world  hog  numbers 

and  pork  trade). 

Details  on  the  increased  number  of  hogs  in  Denmark,  the  leading 
competitor  of  the  United  States  in  the  British  cured  pork  market,  appear 
on  page  503.     The  increases  in  "breeding  sows  and  young  pigs  are  of  par- 
ticular significance,  and  may  result  in  larger  Danish  baccn  exports 
materializing  sooner  than  has  been  anticipated  in  former  statements  of 
foreign  supplies  issued  by  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricul- 
tural Economics.     In  fact,  British  imports  of  Danish  bacon  in  August  were 
the  largest  since  January  1929  and  were  nearly  up  to  the  imports  of  August 
1928. 

The  British  market  continues  to  take  quantities  of  Ame  ican  bacon 
larger  than  those  of  last  year,  but  prices  for  all  bacon  declined  through 
August  and  September,  going  below  last  year's  level  in  the  case  of  American 
green  bellies  as  quoted  at  Liverpool.    American  hams  also  have  been  im- 
ported in  larger  quantities,  but  the  prioes,  while  easier  in  recent  weeks, 
continue  slightly  above  these  of  a  year  earlier.    British  imports  of  American 
lard  for  August,  while  under-  July,  were  about  equal  tc  last  year's  figures. 
Liverpool  lard  stocks  also  were  lower  by  August  31,  but  remained  heavier 
than  a  year  ago,  and  prices  continue  weak.     The  British  position  is  discussed 
•in  detail  on  page  492. 

Peed  and  hog  prices  on  the  Continent  appear  tr  be  growing  increasingly 
favorable  to  additional  pork  production,  according  tc  recent  figures  received 
from  Germany.     The  downward  movement  of  barley  prices  in  that  country,  which 
in  August/were  well  belew  last  year's  level,  dropped  even  more  sharply  in 
September.     Potato  prices  also  seem  to  be  definitely  under  those  of  1928. 
Hog  prices,  while  slightly  easier  in  early  September,  retain  a  substantial 
lead  over  last  year.     The  current  reduced  production  of  pork  products  continues 
to  encourage  imports  larger  than  a  year  ago.     In  lard,  however,   recent  Hamburg 
quotations  have  exhibited  no  new  strength  ■■  id  prevailing  levels  continue 
under  those  of  1928.     See  pages  498  ar "  604  for  additional  details  on  Germany 
and  the  Netherlands. 

Canada 

In  Canada,   inspected  hog  slaughter  in  July  1929  was  the  lowest  in 
several  months.    The  decline  in  July  is  partly  seasonal,  but  the  current  figure 
is  also  under  that  of  last  year.     For  the  9  months  ended  July  31,  total 
Canadian  inspected  slaughter  was  10.6  per  cent  under  the  figures  for  the 
corresponding  months  of  1927-28.     Figures  compiled  for  the  period  1913  to 
1928  show  that  1924  was  the  peak  year  for  that  period  in  pork  production  and 
export.     Great  Britain  still  takes  about  90  per  cent  of  the  Canadian  bacon 
exports,  with  most  of  the  remainder  coming  to  the  United  States,  and  paying  a 
duty  of  2  cents  per  pound.     For  the  first  seven  months  cf'1929,  exports  of 
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"bacon  to  the  United  States  were  placed  at  a  point  39.1  per  cent  "below 
those  of  the  corresponding  period  of  1928.     Total  exports  to  the  United 
States  in  the  calendar  year  1928  were  16.7  per  cent  below  the  1924  total, 
when  exports  to  this  country  were  the  largest  since  1919.     Since  1925  the 
"bacon  exports  to  Great  Britain,  which  practically  means  the  whole  Canadian 
"bacon  export  business,  has  been  falling  steadily.     Canadian  authorities  cite 
Danish  competition  as  the  chief  factor  in  limiting  their  export  business. 
Prom  January  to  July  1929,  Canadian  exports  of  bacon  to  the  United  Kingdom 
were  53.3  per  cent  under  exports  for  the  same  months  to  1928,  according  to 
official  Canadian  sources.    British  imports  figures  also  bear  out  the  im- 
pression that  the  improved  British  market  for  American  bacon  has  nat  been 
shared  by  the  Canadian  product. 

In  live  hogs,  also,  1924  was  the  peak  year  for  numbers  in  Canada 
since  1913,  with  the  estimate  as  of  June  15  of  1924  placed  at  more  than 
5,000,000  head.    Production  cycles  in  Canada  follow  closely  those  of  the 
United  States,    numbers  for  1929  are  not  yet  available,  but  the  number  es- 
timated for  June  1928  was  below  that  of  the  preceding  year  and  represented 
only  7.4  per  cent  of  the  corresponding  estimate  of  numbers  in  the  United 
States.    Exports  of  live  hogs  represent  a  small  fraction  of  the  total  Cana- 
dian production,  but  the  United  States  gets  nearly  all  of  the  animals  avail- 
able for  that  trade,  with  only  occasional  shipments  going  to  Great  Britain. 
So  far  in  1929,  however,  Canadian  experts  of  live  hogs  to  the  United  States 
were  95,5  per  cent  below  exports  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1928.

The  reduction  of  20  per  cent  in  hogs  as  cf  June  1,  1929  in  England  and 
Wales,   Scotland  and  Irish  Free  State  placed  the  current  total  for  those 
countries  at  3,460,000  head  against  4,347,000  last  year,  .according  to  infor- 
mation cabled  by  Agricultural  Commissi oner  Foley  at  London.     The  reduction 
in  total  brood  sows  amounts  to  13.9  per  cent,  with  Scotland,  the  least  im- 
portant area  as  far  as  hogs  are  concerned,  reporting  the  greatest  relative 
decline,  amounting  to  21.7  per  cent.    ..The  decline  in  saws  for  England  and 
Wales  is  19.2  per  cent,  and  17.3  per  cent  in  the  Irish  .Free  State.     The  in- 
creased hog  breeding  in  that  country  which  followed  the  British  quarantine 
oi  1926  against  Continental  fresh  meat  raised  total  hog  numbers  in  Ireland 
to  1,178,000  in  1927 ,  the  largest  number  on  reco-rd.     The  brood  sews  cf  1929 
were  24  per  cent  below  the  1927  figures  and  12  per  cent  .under  .the  average  for 
1910-1914.  .  . 

Monthly  hog  receipts  at  certain  representative  British  markets  has 
had  a  downward  tendency  since  last  February.     In  spite  cf  the  fact,  however, 
the  total  of  such  receipts  for  the  period  November"  1  -  August.  31,  1923-29 
were  o.3  per  cent  larger  than  for  the  same  months  of  1927-28..,    The  strong 
attraction  of  the  cured  pork  market  for  available  domestic  hogs  is  reflected 
m  the  fact  that,  although  heg  receipts  this  season  have  exceeded  those  of 
1927-23,  the  total  weight  of  domestic  fresh  pork  handled  at  the  London  Central 
Markets  to  August  31  was  7.6  per  cent  below  last  year's  level*     The  purchases 
of  hogs  by  Irish  bacon  curers  have  been  well  maintained. 

The  current  tendency  toward  lower  cured  pork  prices  in  British  markets 
was  helped  along  by  the  larger  imports  of  bacon  during  July,   especially  from 
Denmark,  but  tctal  imports  from  November  1  to  July  31,  1923-29  were  still  7.7 
per  cent  under  the  1927-23  imports.    A  decrease  of  13. 4. per  cent  appears  in 
imports  from  Denmark,  but  imports  from  the  United  States  increased  14.9  per 
cent.    For  the  current  season  to  July  31,  imports  of  baccn  from,  the  United 
States  represented  7.7  per  cent  of  the  total  bacon  imports  against  6.2  per  . 
cent  for  the  same  period  of  1927-28.     British  ham  imports  were  larger  for 
July  than  either  June  1929  or  July  1928.     The  bulk  of  such  imports  comes  from 
the  United  States.     Total  imports  for  the' current  season  to  July  31  were  6.6 
per  cent  larger  than  those  of  a  year  ago.     Since  May,  Liverpool  stocks  of 
hams,  bacon  and  shoulders  have  been  larger  than  in  1928,  with  the  figure  for 
August  31,  1929  37.1  per  cent  larger  than  that  of  a  year  age. 

Average  of  Liverpool  quotations  on  cured  pork  products ■ as • cabled  by 
Agri cultural  Commissioner  Foley  at  London  indicate  that  American  green  bellies 
stood  2  per  cent  under  August  1928.'    The  August  average  was  the'  first  for 
any  month  this  season  to  g0  below  prices  of  1927-28.    The  same  is  true  also 
of  quotations  on  American  short  cut  green  hams,  which  were  just  under  last 
year's  average  in  August.    A  stronger  market  has  prevailed  for  Danish  Wiltshire 
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sides,  which  in  August  averaged  10.3  per  cent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  The 
latter  commodity,  however,  shared  in  the  further  general  decline  evident  early 
in  September,     The  August  average  for  Canadian  green  sides  was  about  16  per 
cent  above  that  of  a  year  earlier.     In  lard,  the  Liverpool  average  of  American 
prime  steam  western  for  August  went  1.6  per  cent  under  the  average  of  a  year 
ago.     Since  January  1929,  this  season's  prices  on  lard  have  beRn  held  abcve 
those  of  1928,  with  the  exception  of  the  month  noted,  and  a  slight  dip  in  May, 

Liverpool  lard  stocks  on  August  31,  1929  reached  12,871,000  pounds. 
That  figure,  while  lower  than  for  July  31,  was  38  per  cent  larger  than  that  of 
a  year  earlier  and  maintained,  the  excess  of  this  year's  stocks  ever  those  of 
1928.    For  the  months  of  May  to  July  1929,  lard  imports  into  Great  Britain  were 
heavier  than  for  the  corresponding  months  of  last  year,  whereas  imports  for  the 
earlier  months  of  the  current  -season  were  under  those  of  1927-23.     The  larger 
recent  lard  imports  brought  the  season's  total  to  July  31  up  to  the  total  of  a 
year  earlier,    For  the  seven  months  January  -  July  1929,  total  lard  imports  were 
4.4  per  cent  larger  than  for  the  corresponding  months  of  last  year.     The  United 
States  supplies  about  85  per  cent  of  the  lard  imported  into  Great  Britain, 

On  a  calendar  year  basis,  lard  imports  for  1928  were  2.1  per  cent  larger 
than  f  or  1927  and  exceeded  the  figures  for  any  of  the  preceding  4  years.  'The 
1928  total  also  was  38,6  per  cent  larger  than  imports  during  1913,    Bacon  imports 
for  1928  were  the  largest  on  record  and  were  4.2  per  cent    ahead  of  192".     Ill  hams 
the  1928  figures  were  5,3  per  cent  larger  than  for  the  preceding  year,  and  4.3 
per  cent  above  1913,  but  20,5  per  cent  under  1935,     The  United  States  supplies 
about  80rper  cent  of  the  hams  imported  into  Gr©at  Britain.     In  chilled  and  frozen 
perk,  the  increasing  imports  from  New  Zealand  were  important  in  pushing  1928  im- 
ports of  that  relatively  minor  item  31.9  per  cent  above  1927  figures.    Fresh  pork 
imports  from  the  Irish  Eree  State  have  been  growing  steadily,  with  the  1928  totai 
22.1  per  cent  abcve  that  of  the  preceding  year,

The 
current  season's  total  receipts  from  November  1  to  July  31,  1928-29  were  18.9 
per  cent  below  comparable  figures  for  the  preceding  season.     Information  suppli 
Toy  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson  at  Berlin  indicates  that  July  slsugh 
er  at  36  centers,  while  also  larger  than  that  of  June,  was  10.9  per  cent  below 
a^year  ago,  with  the  season's  total  to  July  31,  13.4  per  cent  below  1927-28  . 
figures.     Tne  upward  movement  in  German  hog  prices  placed  the  August  average 
for  heavy  hogs  at  Berlin  13,6  per  -cent  above  the  average  for  a  year  ago.

.Total  hog  numbers  in  Denmark  ..stood  at  3,657,000  head  as  of  July  15, 
1929,  an  increase  of  9  per  cent  ever  final  figures  for  1928,  according  to 
preliminary  official  information  cabled  "by  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner 
Dawson  at  ,  Berlin.      The  1929  figures  are  only  2  per  cent  "below  the  record 
year  1927.     The  largest  increase  over  1S28  for  any  one  class  of  hogs  is  found 
in  advance  of  27  per  cent  in  sows  over  4  months  old.     Of  those  sows,  308,000 
are  reported  as  farrowing,  against  243,000  in  1928  and  278,000  in  1927.  Fat- 
tening hogs  this  year  are  estimated  as  6  per  cent  more  numerous  this  year 
than  last,  but  below  1927.    Hog  ■■slaughter  for  export  in  Denmark  from  Novem- 
ber 1  to  June  30  1928-29'  is  placed  at  a  point  about  18  per  cent  below  the 
corresponding  months  of  1927-28.    Preliminary  figures  on  exports  of  Danish 
bacon  for  July  1929  show  an  increase  over  June  figures  but  were  still  3.4 
per  cent  below  the  exports  of  a  year  earlier,    For  the  current  season  to  July 
31,  total  exports  from  Denmark  have  ran  about  13  per  cent  under  1927—28 
figures. 

Preliminary  Danish  figures  on  the  bacon  trade  include  also  relatively 
small  quantities  of  hams  and  fresh  pork.     Those  conditions  are  found  in  all 
figures  available  covering  1928  and  1929,  pending  the  appearance  of  the  offi- 
cial trade  annuals  for  those  years.    The  preponderance  of  the  bacon  item,  how- 
ever, admits  of  statements  of  comparison.    Danish  bacon  exports  for  the  calen- 
dar year  1928  were  the  largest  on  record  and  were  7.6  per  cent  larger  than  in 
1927.    They  also  exceeded  average  exports  for  the  years  1909-1913  by  143  per 
cent.    Practically  all  of  the  Danish  "bacon  is  absorbed  by  the  British  market. 
In  the  past  two  years,  however,  and  especially  in  1929,  there  have  "been  in- 
creases in  the  exports  to  Germany.     The  business  in  export  hams,  which  has 
never  been  nearly  as  important  as  that  of  bacon,  has  so  shrunk  in  recent  years 
as  to  reach  only  11.4  per  cent  of  the  pre-war  volume  in  1927. 

In  the  fresh  pork  trade,  the  latest  year  for  which  separate  figures 
are  available  is  1927.     In  that  year,  total  fresh  pork  exports  were  13.8  per 
cent  larger  than  in  1926,  and  24.7  per  cent  above  the  pre-war  average.  The 
business  in  fresh. pork  with  Germany  has  been  the  largest  item  in  that  trade 
since  the  war,  the  1927  figures  showing  a  gain  of  5.4  per  rent  over  1926. 
Before  the  war  the  United  Kingdom  was  the  leading  buyer  of  Danish  fresh  pork. 
Total  exports  of  Danish  lard  for  the  first  6  months  of  1929  were  19  per  cent 
under  those  of  the  corresponding  1928  period.    Up  to  this  year,  however,  that 
trade  was  expanding  to  the  extent  of  placing  the  1923  total  47,2  per  cent 
above  1926  and  212  per  cent  larger  than  the  pre-war  average.     Figures  by 
countries  of ■ destination  for  the  last  two  years  are  not  available,  but  Ger- 
many is  regarded  as  the  leading  foreign  market  for  Danish  lard,  with  71.6  per 
cent  of  the  1927  exoorts  going  to  that  country.     See  tables,  pages  504  and

Netherlands 

An  upward  turn  in  Netherlands  hog  numbers  is'  foreshadowed  by  an  in- 
crease of  10  per  cent  in  sows  in  farrcw  during  August  as  against  a  year  ago, 
according  to  official  advices  cabled  "by  Mr.  Dawson  at  Berlin.     Other  hog  class- 
ifications, however,  remain  10  to  20  per  cent  below  numbers  cf  last  year. 
British  receipts  for  Netherlands  bacon  have  been  declining  since  May,  as 
against  an  increase  during  the  same  period  of  1928,  with  figures  for  July  1S29 
35  per  cent  below  those  of  July  1928.    Receipts  frcm  November  1,  1928  to  July 
31,  1929,  however,  were  7,9  per  cent  larger  than  receipts  for  the  corresponding 
1927-28  period. 

The  concentratijn  of  interest  on  cured  pork  production  in  the  Nether- 
lands since  1926  raised  exports  of  those  products  for  the  period  January  - 
June  1929  2.6  per  cent  above  the  corresponding  1928  period,  and  only  15  per 
cent  below  exports  for  the  whole  year  1926.    About  86  per  cent  of  the  current 
Netherlands  cured  pork  exports  are  going  to  Great  Britain.     Some  decline  is 
noted  in  the  Netherlands  lard  export  trade,  with  figures  for  the  first  half 
?f  1929  22,8  per  cent  under  those  of  the  same  period  of  1928..  The  diversion 
of  hogs  to  the  cured  pork  trade  has  cut  into  the  fresh  pork  exports  to  the  ex- 
tent of  putting  figures  for  January-June  1929  58  per  cent  below  exports  for 
comparative  months  of  last  year.     See  table,  page  ,
